JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 4.— 

Jerome B. McCutchan, St. Louis 
promoter of insurance companies, 
who was convicted in United States 
District Court here Oct. 26, togeth- 
er with Darby A. Day, former in- 
surance company executive of Chi- 
cago, of using the mails to de- 
fraud in connection with their op- 
erations, was sentenced by Judge 
Reeves today to serve four years 
in the Federal penitentiary at 
Leavenworth, Kan. 
Day was fined $2500 on one 
count of conspiracy to devise a 
scheme to use the- mails to defraud, 
and was placed on probation for 
one year without sentente on a 
second count of using the mails to 
defraud. Judge Reeves said the 
evidence disclosed that Day was 
less guilty of fraud than McCutch- 
an and for that reason received a 
lighter sentence. 

McCutchan was sentenced to two 
years on a conspiracy charge and 
to four years on each of two other 
eounts of ng the mails’ to 
ree a es to J

The states aligned for Roosevelt 
and Hoover are the same as shown 
in the two weeks previous—the six 
New England states and New Jer- 
sey for the President, all the rest 
for Roosevelt. 

New York a Little Closer. 
The latest batch of votes received 


from New Tork tended to make 
State closer than in the gg 
The week's accrétion 
vo New York, as shown by | 
téiiparison of the final figures with 
those of last week, was 13,462, of 
which Hoover got 6608, Roosevelt 
5681; and minor candidates 1178. 
This gain for Hoover ‘did not over- 
cothe the Roosevelt advantage of 
thé previous weeks, and the final 
figures give Roosevelt 46.11 per 
cent of the New York straw vote, 
Hoover 43.89 per cent, and minor 
candidates 10 per cent. 
This swing toward Hoover in New 
York’s late vote might be consid- 
ered significant it extended to 
the other states which are listed as 
for Roosevelt.

Talk by Owen D. Young. 

Before his speech last night, 
Gov. Roosevelt heard Owen D. 
Young, chairman of the General 
Electric Co., denounce “the cam- 
paign of fear’ which he attributed 
to the Republican leadership. 

“What I look for in this elec- 
tion,” Young said, “is a true reflex 
by votes, uninfluenced by fear or 
favor, of the intelligence and intui- 
tions of the great masses of our 
people. Broadly I trust the intui- 
tions of the many more than the 
assumed superintelligence of the 
few. What we need ie a full and 
free and honest indication of how 
millions of the country feel inside

Gov. Roosevelt in his address 
said:

“Grass in the Streets.”

my position can fail to gain in- 
spiration and courage from the 
courage, the high intelligence, the 
unswerving fidelity with which 
Abraham Lincoln met the over- 
whelming difficulties that threat- 
ened the very existence of the 
Union. I thank you for the priv- 
Uege of renewing contact with this 
shrine. 

At Des Moines a month ago I 
made an address largely directed 
to, agriculture. I elaborated 12 
points which I can summarize, 
with the progress made in respett 
to them since that time, and I can 
add the apparent reactions upon 
the Democratic candidate in re- 
sponse to that statement. 

Reviews Farm Subject. 

The first of the subjects I dis- 
cussed at that time was the tariff 
in its relation to American agri- 
culture.

Sherman’s March to Sea. 

But events marched rapidly. The 
grand strategy of the general ad- 
vance, for which the foundation 
had been laid in the previous 12 
montha, began to bear fruit. After 
the gloomy summer of 1864 success 
attended the Union arms on every 
front. 

Sherman captured Atlanta on 
Sept 2 and began his march to the 
sea. Sheridan routed Early at Ce- 
dar Creek in October. The Presi- 
dent was re-elected in November. 
Thomas destroyed Hood at Nash- 
ville in December and the follow- 
ing April came Apponiattox Court- 
house and the end of the war. 

The transformation from appar- 
ent stalemate to overwhelming vic- 
tory may have seemed amazing to 
many, But if it seemed amazing, 
it was only because people did not 
understand how well the founda. 
tion had been laid in the dark days 
that preceded, and how effectively 
the strategy had been planned. 

I believeAhis brief outline of the 
progress of events in a crisis that 
confronted a previous generation 
may help us to a juster apprecia- 
tion of what has happened in th: 
years just past and what is hap- 
pening today. 

In 1860, as in 1929, the country 
Was umexpectedly faced with a 
great calamity. Then, as now, the 
disruptive forces gathered strength 
and for a time their progress 
seemed {irresistible. 

Then, as now, the resources of 
he nation were mobilized and or- 
ganized in @ campaign: that finally 
ended the initial retreat, 

Then, as now, the strategy of 
campaigns, on many fronts pro- 
duced their inevitable results. 
Then, as now, advances began here 
and there, so co-ordinated as to 
lead to the final triumph. But 
then, as now, the nation had un- 
dergone such a strain, it was reel- 
ing under #0 many blows, that even 
after the advance had begun many 
failed to realize what had hap- 
pened. 

Today our opponents are declar- 
ing in their platform, in words 
strangely reminiscent of those used 
by their predecessors in Chicago 68 
years ago, that the struggle of this 
administration against the depres- 
mon has been a failure and that 
“the only hope of improving pres- 
ent conditions“ —I quote from the 
present Democratic platform— lies 
in a drastic change in economic 
governmental policies.” 

So in 1864 the Democrats de- 
clared that “after four years of 
failure to restore the Union by the 
experiment of war“ — again I am 
quoting from their platform— “that 
immediate efforts be made for a 
cessation of hostilities.”

Sidney Maestre, president of the 
Community Fund, urged approval 
of the bond issue in letters sent to 
directors of its affillated agencies. 

Failure to pass the bond issue, 
Maestre warned, “will so cripple 
relief work for 1933 and, indirectly, 
affect all welfare efforts to such 
extent that we can scarcely imag- 
ine the tremendous cost.” 

A similar appeal was sent by the 
Rev. L. Winfield Wickham, super- 
intendent of the Lutheran Mission 
and Social Service Center, to mem- 
bers of his organization. 

“St. Louis cannot picture to it- 
self the catastrophe which must 
certainly await it if this bond issue 
is not successfully worked for by 
every thinking man and woman in 
our community,” he wrote. 


LARGE CREWS WORK DAY AND 
NIGHT ON SHAWNEETOWN LEVEE 


600 Linear Feet of Dirt Construc- 
tion Completed Entirely by 
Power Shovels. 

SHAWNEETOWN, III., Nov. 4.— 
Work on the Shawneetown levee 
was started in earnest last week, 
and large crews of men are being 
kept busy day and night. 

About 600 linear feet of dirt.eon- 
struction have been completed on 
the north end of the south wing, 
beginning on the Carroll farm and 
on throuugh the Barger farm to 
the railroad, This work was done 
entirely by power shovels. 

The shovels were moved across 
the railroad last Tuesday to the 
bar pit located on the Al Head 
farm, from which trucks started 
hauling and dumping the dirt at 
the beginning of the ‘south ap- 
proach. 

Six large trucks were put into 
service as a starter, and more will 
be added soon. These trucks are 
capable of hauling five yards of 
dirt at a load. 

Moving dirt on the north levee 
was started following considerable 
delay caused by making repairs to 
machinery and the roadway fead- 
ing from the bar pit to the levee 
approach. 

Some of the machinery to be 
used in the construction of the sea 
wall on the front section of the 
levee has arrived, and work there 
is expected to be started soon.

Hoover agreeing that 10 or 12 bil- 
lions might relieve unemploy- 
ment through the program of re- 
lief and public works that we— 
and most assuredly not the Demo- 
crats—have advanced. But Mr. 
Hoover protests to high heaven 
that that expense will exhaust pub- 
lic and private credit and hence 
ruin the country. 
Hoover’s Hopelessness. 

It is an ironic commentary on 
Mr. Hoover’s present hopelessness 
that he assumes that this emer- 
gency relief must last indefinitely, 
that it cannot be merely for a year 
or so while his beloved capitalist 
system is recovering. It is an even 
more ironic circumstance that he, 
who so blithely helped us finance 
an unholy and unnecessary war 
against Germany, in which we who 
were not at the front were made 
we 
poured more than 30 billions into 
the bottomless pit of destruction, 
cannot understand the financing of 
a necessary and holy war against 
poverty into which we will pour 
billions not only to feed men and 
women and children, but to add to 
social wealth by good housing in 
place of slums, and by the roads, 
tunnels, bridges and other public 
works we should build. 


Let me hasten, however, to as- 
sure Mr. Hoover and others of his 
faith or lack of faith: the Ameri- 
can Socialists do not propose to 
repeat the excusable mistake of 
our British comrades in simply us- 
ing social legislation and the pow- 
er to tax to ameliorate the ills of 
the profit system. We intend to 
change the system which inevit- 
ably breeds unemployment. We 
propose to use our emergeney un- 
employment program of itself to 
help bring about this change and 
to feed the men and women who 
must do the work of peaceful rev- 
olution. We do not believe half- 
Starved children make the best sol- 
diers for the co-operative common- 
wealth. 

Financing of Program. 

“But that we cannot finance our 
emergency program we deny. We 
have at hand all we need. A coun- 
try with thousands of idle factories 
and other thousands of untenanted 
farms needs no great amount of 
new investment capital. It needs 
purchasing power which will auto- 
matically call forth working capi- 
tal. Our natural wealth and in- 
come, as we all know, are not 
static. Ours is not a problem of 
doling out water from a barrel 
but of removing the jam of false 
ideals and broken-down economic 
institutions which now dams up 
the life-giving water of wealth, 
and creates here a flood and there 
a drouth. To turn from metaphor 
to fact: when we mean business as 
we meant it in war we can raise 
10 or 12 billions for immediate re- 
lief, for public works, and for 
bringing idle factories and idle 
men together. Our main depend- 
ence would be bonds underwritten. 

“1. By returns from remnunera- 
tive works. 


“2. Income and inheritance taxes. 
“3. The capital levy, to which I 
shall shortly refer. 


“Automatically such a bond issue 
would mean some degree of infla- 
tion, or better, reflation: we 
should not, if it is necessary, fear 
controlled inflation, e. g., by print- 
ing money retired by a tax or its 
circulation-or some similar device 
for use in unemployment relief and 
to restore the price level of 1926- 
27, the loss of which has been 80 
disastrous to, farmers and others. 

“Money in the pockets of the un- 
employed as consumers would help 
to restore the demand for goods 
which would give them work as 
producers. Meanwhile our plans 
for orderly socialization might be 
furthered by the methods of taxa- 
tion we should use. 2 

“These methods, I am increasing- 
ly convinced, must include a capi- 
tal levy if for no other reason than 
to lighten a load of Government 
debts, farm debts, etc., which make 
it as impossible for America to gain 
true prosperity as for a diver to 
come up for air with a millstone 
round his neck: I observe that 
none of the editorial and other 
critics who in sorrow or anger at- 
tacked my capital levy speech try 
to refute the reasons I advanced 
for it‘or offer a substitute for this 
levy. One calls me ‘Communist’ 
and another ‘fool,’ and another 
‘faker.’

SOCIALISTS PREDICT 
GAIN IN VOTE gk 


Say Norman Thomas Will Get 
20 or 30 Times His Total 
of 1928. 


* 


A St. Louis vote for Norman 
Thomas 29 to 30 times that of 1928 
was forecast today at local party 
headquarters, 3606 Enright ave- 
nue. 

The St. Louis executive commit- 
tee expects 20,000 to 30,000 votes 
for Thomas, said its secretary, Eu- 
gene Henschel. The party now has 
840 members here paying dues as 
compared with 44 last May 1, and 
an estimated 150 or fewer in the 
1928 campaign, when Thomas 
polled 948 votes in St. Louis. 

No Socialist , party organization 
had been built ‘up in St. Louis be- 


fore this campaign. Since April 
19 ward organizations have been 
formed, and the party plans to es- 
tablish precinct organizations be- 
fore 1936. 

“We have been working from 
two angles, speech-making and 
building an orgarfization for this 
campaign and the next.“ said 
Henschel. “But the most effective 
"Workers for us are Roosevelt and 
Hoover. 

“Every time either makes a 
major speech, people drift, into 
headquarters saying, ‘I want to 
sign up. Heard Hoover last night.’ 
Or Roosevelt. It doesn’t matter.” 

It was estimated by Henschel 
that Thomas probably would poll 
15 per cent more votes than the 
rest of the Socialist ticket.

never voted the Socialist ticket be- 
fore but is making campaign 
speeches; William P. Mason of 
Kirkwood, a business emecutive;

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The bill to 


give ratification to the agreements 
written at the Ottawa Imperial 
Economic Cenference: passed its 
last stage in the House of Com- 
mons last night when it was given 
third reading by a vote, of 416 
to 68. 

“Failure of the Ottawa confer- 
ence would have meant the end 
of the Empire,“ said Leslie Hore- 
Belisha, Financial Secretary of 
Treasury, in a speech supporting 
the measure. “Dissolution of the 
British Empire would have meant 
dissolution of the world. At any 
rate we have avoided that.“ 

There were loud cheers from the 
ministerial benches when the meas- 
ure was adopted. 


The bill now goes to the House 


of Lords where it is expected to 
receive approval in a short time. 
The Government hopes to obtain 
royal assent to the measure in 
time to make it effective Nov. 15 
when preferential treatment for 
the Dominions under last year’s 
tariff act will come to an ‘end.

TOMB DISCOVERED 
AT MONTE ALBAN

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 4-—The 
discovery of an ancient marble- 
stepped tomb at Monte Alban, in 
Oaxaca, was Officially disclosed at 
Oaxaca today by Dr. Alfonso Caso, 
noted Mexican archeologist. 

The find was regarded as. of 
such importance that Federal 
troops were sent to the site to 
guard and aid the scientist. Work 
of opening the tomb is proceeding 


|cautiously lest valuable relics be 


cast away or destroyed. 
The marble steps, almost hidden 


vy the accumulation of many years, 


led Dr. Caso to the door of the 


tomb. The scientist immediately 
investigated the surroundings and 
decided that the shape and careful 
construction of the tomb, together 
with its size, warranted belief that 
it had enormous historical -signi- 
ficance.”’ 

He said the external appearance 
led him to believe the discovery 
was as yaluable or more so thas 
the famous mixtecan tomb he 
found on Monte Alban last Janu- 
ary. That discovery was hailed as 
the greatest in American archeo- 
logy and comparable to the Tut- 
Ankh-Amen discoveries in Egypt 
a few years ago. 

The January, known as tomb No. 
7, yielded relics, including (ho 
bodies of 10 Mixtec warriors cov- 
ered with mementos of gold, jade, 
pearl, amethyst, turquoise. and 
alabaster, exquisitely carved. There 
were several crowns of pure gold, 
pearls as large of pigeon eggs, 
vases of gold. The Mixt are be- 
lieved to have preceded the Aztecs 
into Oaxaca, and their civilization 
flourished probably just before 
the Spanish conquest, 400 years 
ago. 

Pr. Caso believes, he said today, 
that more than 300 tombs will be 
found on the sides of Monte Alban, 
Only a dozen tombs have been 
opened, bit of these some showed 
signs of vendalism, possibly at-

Legality of Municipal Bridge Tolls. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OU recently published in this column 
* the letter of Harry B. Wallace. chair - 
man, Committee of 600, urging support 
ot the city’s proposed issuance of $4,- 
600,000 of relief bonds. In that letter 
Mr. Wallace seeks to justify the contin- 
vance of the Municipal Bridge toll sys- 
tem “until the relief bonds are paid 
off,” by stating that that is the only 
sure way of paying the bond issue and 
of making available the funds that will 
be needed to assist the unemployed.” 

As a lawyer I have had occasion to ex- 
amine into the question of the Munici- 
pal Bridge toll. In view of the decla- 
ration contained in the Federal statute 
authorizing the construction of the 
bridge, to the effect that the bridge 
shall “ever remain free,” my conclusion 
has been that considerable doubt exists 
as to the legality of the toll and that it 
can be justified only as an emergency 
measure. The opinions of lawyers more 
eminent and more learned than myself 
support this conclusion. 

The emergency which justifies the im- 
position of a toll system on the old 
„Free“ Bridge is, as I see it, the pres- 
ent existing condition of unemployment 
and destitution which grips the city. It 
is not, as Mr. Wallace states, the desir- 
ability of thus caring for the funding 
of municipal bonds. In better times, the 
existing condition of unemployment and 
destitution will have ceased. The emer- 
gency, which is the sole legal justifica- 
tion of the bridge tol], will no longer ob- 
tain. Some transportation interest will 
attack that toll in the courts and it will 
be knocked out. Yet payment of the 
bonds and their interest will go on. 

That payment will then necessarily 
have to come from the general revenues 
of the city. It is obvious that without 
a pledge of the city’s general credit the 
bonds could not be sold. Mr. Wallace 
realizes this, but states that without the 
propaganda of continuing bridge tolls, 
the bond issue, essential for the relief 
of abject conditions, could not be passed. 

But who brought on these abject con- 
ditions, the present generation or the 
generation to follow? Who in fairness 
should pay for their alleviation? Long 
after the present generation has passed 
to a tax-free land, taxpayers of the fu- 
ture will still be paying the debt in- 
curred by these relief bonds. It may 
well be most essential to raise money 
for the reHef of unemployment and des- 
titution, but is that any valid reason for 
sugaring the proposed bond issue with 
a false coating of bridge tolls that it may 
the more readily be swallowed by a gul- 
lible electorate? If, for the relief of 
present conditions, we must have an in- 
greased tax rate Over a 20-year period, 
let the question be so presented to the 
voters and let the community abide by 
their decision.

Some Questions on the Tariff. 
To the Exiitor of the Post-Dispatch: 
1 HAVE been interested in noting for a 
period of years the unquestioned atti- 
tude of your publication toward the tar- 
iff, or protection of American industry. 

It would be pleasing to me if you could 
answer briefly, plainly and understand- 
ably the following questions: 

How can prices for farm products be 
improved in America by lowering the 
tariff on manufactured goods, so that an 
increased portion of the requirements of 
such articles for American consumption 
come from foreign industrial producers? 

More than 90 pef cent of the market 
for the American manufacturer—and I 
presume to say, for the American farmer 
u in our country where the goods are 
produced.

It he can’ have em- 
ployment and buy the farm products, 
which represent necessities of life, he 
will consume more than if he is unem- 
ployed or is employed at a lower rate of 
pay as a result of letting down the tariff 
barriers, which will mean more manu- 
factured goods imported into the United 
States from abroad. : i 

Put in another way, if we destroy a 
part of, or reduce the purchasing power 
of the. American people, who make up 
90 per cent or more of the farmer's mar- 
ket, how can we reasonably expect tliat 
the farmer will have increased prosperit 


that is represented by his exports will be 
gold at a lower price than the domestic 


There have been but two concepts of life in the 
whole course of history. The one flowered in Athens. 
The other reached its efflorescence in that great orgy 
of materialism which has at last brought the Western 
world to the brink of ruin. 
It. was inevitable that these two concepts of life 


snould at some time cross each other's orbit, and so 


they did. It came to pass in a fashion as amusing 
as it was dramatic, as ironic as it was arresting. 

Only a few years ago Samuel Insull was one of the 
most powerful men in the United States. His holdings 
‘in the utility world covered much of the country, and 
their finances mounted into regions beyond th lay- 
man’s ken. Mr, Insull was the political boss of hi- 
cago. He owned its Board of Aldermen. He financed 
both its political parties. He was the idol of the 
press. He gave the city its opera house, He paid the 
deficits of the opera. He was also the political boss 
of Illinois. He took Frank L. Smith off the State 
Commerce Commission and elected him to the United 
States Senate. 2 

Every correspondent who has diagnosed the plight 
of Chicago has told the same story, The city’s de- 
moraligation began with Yerkes, the traction mag- 
nate. Yerkes wanted franchises, and he corrupted 
the ‘Board of Aldermen to get them. His successor 
was Samuel Insull. When the late George Brennan, 
Democratic boss of Chicago, testified in the hearing 
on the election of Smith, he told the country some- 
thing of the methods of Insull. He said that Insull 
had communicated with him before the campaign and 
asked him if the Democrats did not need help. Bren- 
nan went around to see him. Insull explained that he 
was helping the Republicans and wanted to do as 
much for the Democrats. He gave Brennan a check 
for $15,000. : . i 

Apologists for Insull say that he did nothing more 
than try to develop the country. As they see it, he 
was only one of those giants whose imagination and 
enterprise have made the United States what it is. 
They place in this category all the great railway 
builders, the men who in a thousand and one fields 
have dared everything to make us what we are. In- 
sull was already an immensely wealthy man when 
he undertook those giant operations which at last 
brought him to collapse. He wanted even greater 
power than he had, more control than he exercised, 
more companies, more pyramids, more millions of 
dollars. How reckless he became at last is indicated 
by the record. According to the charge from which 
he fled, he was, as a matter of fact, embezzler by 
bailee of the funds of others. It is upon this charge 
that he will be extradited from Greece, now that an 
extradition treaty between that country and the Unit- 
ed States has been ratified. 

So our concept of life, the concept which gave us 
Samuel Insull, came to cross the orbit of that other 
concept of life which had its rendezvous in Athens. 
The man who best expressed us- rose from Chicago, 
the hapless apotheosis of Insullism, and described 
that great arc over time and space which at last gave 
him sanctuary in the Acropolis, which symbolizes the 
other concept of life. 

And there Mr. Insull remains. We read that he 
has been invited out to play golf. The whack of the 
golf stick will resound where Plato once taught his 
pupils that ruin follows when the trader rules. The 
heavy tread of a dying materialism will shake the 
ground made sacred by a deathless faith that man 
shouki not merely woo fortune, but should also in- 
vite his own soul. 

It was bound to happen. We hardly expected to 
see the point made in just the way it was made a 
few days ago when a photograph of Mr. Insull in 
the Athens police station appeared in the press; 
but we can be sure only of ends; we cannot always 
perceive what the means will be. Time is sometimés 
whimsical in revealing her truths. 
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_ BIDDING FOR THE DOUBTING THOMASITES. 

Fully conscious that Norman Thomas will not be 
elected President, his supporters are, nevertheless, 
leaving no stones unturned in their effort to roll up 
an impressive protest vote. Their latest device, whol- 
ly new in national politics, so far as we know, is to 
conduct voting exchanges to enable Republicans and 
Democrats alike to vote for Mr, Thomas without giv- 
ing an advantage to either of the major parfy can- 
didates. The conviction of Mr. Thomas’ supporters 
is that there are Republicans who would vote for 
him did they not feel that such a vote would lessen 
President Hoover's vote against Gov. Roosevelt. They 
also feel, on the other hand, that many. Democrats 
are reluctant about voting for Mr. Thomas because 
they think to do so will be to vote indirectly to 
continue Mr. Hoover in power. To pair off these 
Democrats and Republicans is the aim of the Thom- 
as voting exchanges. The Republican who sends 
his name to an exchange will be notified of a pair 
with a specific Democratic voter in his state, and 
vice versa, The result will be clear gain for Mr. 
Thomas. An inte zung plan, it has been put for- 
ward too late to do much for Mr. Thomas in the 
campaign, now virtually at an end. In the next cam- 
paign, however, it might be employed with consid- 
erable effectiveness,

~ Police again control the eity after more than a 
week of intermittent rioting, the invading march- 
ers are returning home and London has escaped 
what history shows to be the gravest menace to or- 
ganized government—a mob of discontented and hun- 
gry unemployed Had the movement against author- 
ity been spontaneous among the people themselves, 
the results might have been as serious as in 1381, 
when rebelliotis peasants burned, looted and murdered 
in London. But, despite the grievances that sent 
the marchers to London, their intention was chiefly 
to protest, and artificial stimulants supplied the in- 
centive to vidlence. These were the urgings of Com- 
munists and the reinforcements of London “foughe,” 
who joined the army when it reached the capital. 

The “bobbies” deserve high praise for their re 
straint in handling the dangerous situation. Fire- 
arms were taboo in opposing the rioters, and no 
deaths have been reported, although more than 100 
persons were seriously injured. 

Chief grievance of the marchers was the “means 
test,” and wisdom would dictate its abolition or re. 
vision, By this provision, no public aid is granted 
an individual unless he has sold his home and all 
other property and has exhausted the proceeds. Such

It points out that 
there is a distinction between the retirement pay re- 
ceived by men who have devoted their lives to the 
profession of soldier or sailor, as have Byrd, Pershing 
and Sims, and allowances paid to veterans for dis- 
abilities which did not arise from war service. It 
poſnts out, further, that retirement pay “has been 
provided by Congress practically from the beginning 
of our Government for those who comprise the reg- 
ular military and naval forces of this country, and 
this principle is applied almost without exception by 
all civilized governments.” It points out further, 
that retired pay, in effect, is active duty pay with- 
held during their active career fof the benefit of 
offers when they are retired. 

However logical and valid this argument may be, 
we doubt its effectiveness, particularly with regard 
to Admiral Byrd, the active head of the Economy 
League. To many veterans, the point is made in vain 
that Byrd’s $4500 was conferred by special act of 
Congress after 23 years of active service, in which he 
distinguished himself many times. They merely reply 
that he is still comparatively young, well able to earn 
a handsome living and is, therefore, inconsistent in 
asking men to forego pensions while he accepts mon- 
ey from the Federal Treasury. 

We are very much interested in the success of the 
National Economy League and, from its inception, 
have supported it. From this point of view, it is to 
us a matter of regret that so petty a matter as a 
few thousand dollars should threaten to thwart the 
League’s program, when the stake involved runs to 
the great sum of nearly $500,000,000 a year that 
might be saved to the taxpayers. If Admiral Byrd 
should renounce his pension, régardless of his clear 
title to it, and if his example were followed by some 
others, like Gen. Harbord, who accepts retirement 
pay, despite the fact that he réceives a princely sal- 
ary as head of the Radio Corporation, the cause of 
the League would be greatly aided.

on the face of official returns, persists 
in spite of economic depression and, accord- 
ing to some writers, partly at least because 
of the depression. 

Obviously, fatal industrial accidents will 
decrease as a direct result of unemploy- 
ment. There also may be temporary di- 
minution in the number of breakdowns due 
to diseases which are unfavorably influ- 
enced, by industrial employment. Possibly 
persons with tuberculosis, heart disease, kid- 
ney diseases and high blood pressure may 
live a trifle longer in consequence of en- 
forced rest, due to unemployment. Ob- 
viously, also, traffic accidents may be fewer, 
or at least the rate of increase will be re- 
tarded, in consequence of t storage of 
large numbers of passenger commercial 
cars and fewer new cars placed in service.

Some minor beneficial effects have been 
claimed for enforced reduction m tenden- 
cies to the overeating of rich foods, but 
convincing proof has not been offered to 
support such assertions. 

These are apparently the immediate be- 
neficent effect of an economic depression. 
To a certain’ extent, they are reminiscent 
of the favorable mortality statistics imme- 
diately following the great pandemic of in- 
fluenza in 1918. Tuberculosis, heart dis- 
ease, cancer and other causes of death 
showed a marked improvement following 
the influenza epidemic, but wise and experi- 
enced statisticians were not slow to point 
out that these apparent improvements rep- 
resented merely the distortion of normal 
death rates due to the anticipation of cer- 
tain deaths, because many persons who 
would otherwise have died during these 
post-influenzal years had succumbed a few 
months or years sooner to influenza super- 
imposed on their other disease, 

The public must look much further than 


merely at a current figure for the ultimate | 


effects of a depression. Just as the Eu- 
ropean Central Powers are still paying the 
penalty ot malnutritlen among their chil- 
dren, due to food shortages during war 
blockades, so must we expect to experi- 
enge in the future some of the effects of 
what economic distress, curtailed. employ- 


‘While a 
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the families that have reduced their food 
budget, perhaps unwisely, and are still 
grimly making their own resourcés do, with- 
out community aid? 

Consider also other ways in which eco- 
nomic pressure leads to serious neglect of 
health. Dentistry is neglected, or at least 
postponed, and in consequence the future 
will reveal sequelae in focal infections. 
arthritis, rheumatic conditions and heart 
disease. 


The next few years will bring to light 
the results of delayed or omitted medical 
treatment. Milder manifestations of dis- 
ease during the depression are likely to be 
borne without relief, or treated by self- 
medication, until. imminent disaster com- 
pels an eleventh-hour regomt—often too late 
—to competent aid. Surgery which ought 
to be done is not being done, What the 
surgeon calls operations of choice, namely, 
those performed when the patient is in the 
most favorable condition, have been largely 
replaced by operations of necessity, name- 
ly, emergencies that can no longer be post- 
poned. Needless to say, the surgical risks 
under such circumstances are greatly in- 
creased. This situation may be expected 
to react unfavorably on mortality from ap- 
pendicitis, gall bladder disease, cancer and 
hernia. i 

It is not wise to be too optimistic about 


the effect of business adversity on the pub- 


lic health. There may be a few immediate 
benefita, more apparent than real, but, in 
the long run, no condition of prolonged de- 
pression and anxiety can inure to the bene- 
fit of the public health. 

From the physical point of view alone, 
the economic depression must inevitably 
leave many regrets. Moreover, unemploy- 
ment and loss of economic security are al- 
ready revealing destructive influences in 
mental hygiene,

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PRESIDENT PROCLAIMS 
THANKSGIVING HOLIDAY 


Armistice Day Also Noted in 
Statements Issued at the 
White House. 


By the Associated Press. : 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Presi- 


dential proclamations calling at- 
tention to Thanksgiving day and 
asking for observance of Armistice 
day were issued at the White House 
immediately after the President 
departed for the West. ; 

In the Thanksgiving day procla- 
mation the President recalled that 
this year was the 200th anniver- 
sary of the birth of George Wash- 
ington and incerporated Washing- 
ton's first Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion in his own. 

“Whereas at this season of the 
year our people fo generations 
past have always turned their 
thoughts to thankfulness for the 
blessings of almighty God,” the 
proclamation said. 

“Now, therefore, I, Herbert 
Hoover, President of the, United 
States, do set aside and declare 
Thursday, Nov. 24, as a day of na- 
tional thanksgiving, and I do urge 
that they repair to their places of 
public worship, there to give 
thanks to the beneficent provi- 
dence from whom comes all our 
good; and I do further recommend, 
inasmuch as this year marks the 
200th anniversary of the President 
George Washington, the Father of 
Our Country, whose immeasurable 
services to our liberties and our 
security are blessings perennially 


renewed upon us, that our people 
refresh their memory of his first 
thanksgiving proclamation, which 
I append and incorporate in this 


| present proclamation.” 


The Armistice day proclamation 


orders that the flag of the United 


States be displayed on all Govern- 
ment buildings on Nov. 11, 1932, 


and invites the people of the Unit- 


ed States to “observe the day in 
schools and churches, and other 


suitable places, with appropriate 


ceremonies, giving expression to 
our gratitude for peace and the 
hope and desire that our friendly 
relations with other peoples may 
continue.”

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Urban University Heads Told 
High School Graduates 
‘Should Be Analyzed. 
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The Association of Urban Univer- 
sities conducted the final sessions 
today of its nineteenth annuat 
meeting at Hotel Chase, discussing 
registration and teacher and pupil 
training problems. 

An analysis of each student by 
the high school prior to his college 
entrance was advocated by Dr. R. 
4. Kent, president of the University 
of Lotisville, who pointed out that 
“only a minority of high school 
graduates who go to college have 
the capacity to graduate from it.” 

“Closer co-relation between the 
high school and college is essen- 
tial,“ he said, “centering on an an- 
alysis of each student in terms of 
achievement over his entire high 
school period. Such an analysis 
would not be a mere record of 
grades but of personal character- 
istics, outside interests, traits which 
determine whether the prospective 
college student is equipped to en- 
gage in certain fields of activity.” 

Commends Minnesota Plan. 

“The genuine student announces 
himself,“ Dr. Kent said, “and the 
analytic chart, not examinations, 
should be the chief standard of 
admission and a guide to what 
work the student should undertake 
in college.” . . 

Confining his address to the sit- 
uation confronting the College of 
Arts, he said that too many of 
them lack clarity of purpose and 
resemble “a cloud covering a land- 
scape of stock raising, agriculture, 
truck gardening and city residences 
and business houses.” 

Referring to the number of stu- 
dents who do not possess the ca- 
pacity to absorb a full, specialized 
college course, Dr. Kent outlined 
and commended the plan in effect 
at the University of Minnesota. 

Such a plan, he said, provides 
for a two-year junior college 
course, designed primarily to make 
“more intelligent citizens and fit 
men and women for the world we 
live in.” x 

Course to Fit Student. 

Those adapted for the full course | 
are free to take the regular four¢ 
year course, he added. 

“The course must be made to fit 
the student,” Dr. Kent concluded, 
not the student the course.“ 

Comprehensive Examinations. 

Advantages and disadvantages of 
comprehensive examinations, cover- 
ing the entire college course, in 
urban institutions were discussed 
by Dr. E. S. Jones, director of per- 
sonnel research of the University 
of Buffalo. 

Advantages, he said, include “a 
hew educational outlook if the em- 
phasis is on learned content and 
capacity to think rather than 
credits or attendance hours“; en- 
couragement of small groups, 
avoiding overlapping courses; and 
opportunity for freedom an ex- 
perimentation. : 

Disadvantages, particularly in 
evening courses, he listed as extra 
tutorial expense, training of in- 
structors to think in terms of ex- 
amination questions, and lack of 
library facilities. 

The afternoon discussion em- 
braced problems affecting the 
training of teachers while the final 
event on the two-day program con- 
sisted of the annual business meet- 
ing.

Ceases to Express People’s Will 


Says Grass Can’t Grow in Streets Trampled.by 
Jobless—-Denounces Government by ‘Guess 
and Gamble’—The American System.

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—The tert 
of Governor Roosevelt's speech last 
night before the Roosevelt Repub- 
licans” at the Metropolitan Opera 
House follows: 

I am here tonight at the invi- 
tation of a group of public-mind- 
ed ¢éitizens who have placed prin- 
ciple above party. These citizens 
whose party affiliation has been 
Republican have publicly declared 
that they consider that a change 
in the administration of this Gov- 
ernment is necessary—that it is, 
in fact, indispensable to a restora- 
tion of normal conditions. On 
such ah occasion it is fitting to 
speak as a citizen rather than as a 
partisan. 

In this campaign, indeed, the 
personal view I have had of the 
conditions of need and distress in 
every part of the Union has 
brought home to me the deep 
conviction that in this crisis the 
national and not the partisan ob- 
jective must prevail. 

To begin with, let me propose a 
text which, in my opinion, ex- 
presses a sentiment that is wide- 
ly held this year. It is presented 
so clearly, so distinetly and 50 ad- 
mirably that I would not change 
a word of it even though it was 
spoken 12 years ago. Coming 
from a great figure in our nation- 
al life, it deserves serious consid- 
eration, and ‘coming from a great 
Republican it deserves particular 
consideration from Republicans: 

„For one reason or another even 
a wisely led political party, given 
a long enough tenure of office, 
finally fails to express any longer 
the will of the people, and when 
it dees so fail to express the will 
of the people it ceases to be an 
effective instrument of govern- 
ment. It is far better for such a 
political party—and certainly bet- 
ter for the State—that it should 
be relegated to the role of the critic 
and that the. opposing political 
party should assume the reins of 
government. This condition ap- 
pears to have arrived in America.” 

That, my friends, is the sober 
conclusion of a cautious public 
man, not long ago President of the 
United States, Calvin . Coolidge. 
With every word of it heartily 
agree. 

More Reasons Th That. 

There are more réasons than 
that for a change this year. There 
are 10,000,000 or more reasons em- 
bodied ih the blighted hopes of the 
20,000,000 more of the unem- 
ployed. No doubt, seeking to ex- 
tend the campaign of fear so fool- 
ishly and so wickedly put in mo- 
tion, the present Republican lead- 
er, the President, the other night 
referred to the fact that, if the 
policies he had so valiantly de- 
veloped be not continued “the 
grass would grow on the streets of 
the cities.” Well, the grass has 
little chance to grow in the streets 
of our cities now. It would be 


trampled into the ground by the, 


men who wander these streets in 
search of employment. 

You have heard in this very city 

ne President's exhortation that to 
mbandon or to change one letter or 

one word of his policies would 

mean the destruction of this great 
Republic. But what do those poli- 
cies boil down to when analyzed by 
the average citizen? 

First, the President takes enor- 
mous credit for huge Federal loans 
to prevent the industrial and bank- 
ing situation from getting worse. 
Well and good. But that is a nega- 
tive credit and doés nothing posi- 
tive to make things better. 

Then, he would exhort employers 
who have no markets for their 
wares to start their factories, to 
employ more labor, and therehy to 
increase production. I ask the sim- 
ple question, what good is that, if 
the purchasing power of the people 
to buy these products is not in- 
creased? And, especially, I point 
to the fact that his program in no 

| Bhape, manner or form calls for a 
| restoration of the prices of farm 
products in order that the half of 
our population which lives directly 
| or indirectly by farming may have 
the wherewithal to buy the factory 
| products. 
| Waiting for Something to Turn Up, 
| Next he brings out a brand-new 
| Buggestion., He would have us sit 
like Micawber and wait for some- 
thing to turn up. He hints that 
some great invention, hidden away 
as he puts it in the “leckers of 
science” may appear ovérnight and 
put 10,000,000 people te work. 

This is no new fantasy. Many 
people have been saying this for a 
long time. They hope for some 
new equivalent of the automobile 
or electric power, to pop out around 
the corner like magic. 

The President asks that “the 
‘American Government continue to 
de conducted in this faith and in 
this hope.” I assert that the Ameri- 
can Government cannot be conduct- 
ed on the speculation of some new 
invention which has not yet been 
made. 

Faith and hope are splendid 
things, but the hunger and suffer- 
ing ot millions of ynemployed men 
are too insistent to ty a govern- 
mental policy that pits its faith on 
such a mere remote possibility. 
This expression is another example 

bt the old gambling spirit of the

a nation. 


gpeculative boom that has 80 sorély 
mismanaged the country for the 
last few years. It is the attitude 
of mind that guessed in 1929 that 
we might escape the consequences 
ot overspeculation. It is the gam- 
ble with fate that led ta the foreign 
loans abroad. 

It is the gamble with fate that 
jed the administration to guess in 
one budget gfter another that busi- 
ness would suddenly jmprove, and 
provide by that gamble the taxable 
means to meet an extravagant out- 
lay of expendityre. It is this kind 
of government by guess and by 
gamble that the people of this 
country have reselved to put out of 
power. 

I rejoice that Republicans every- 
where have decided to lay aside 
party, to put their shoulders to the 
wheel to achieve recovery, not by 
magic or gambling, but by hard 
common sense and Above all by 
serious and resolute action. 

Roosevelt Chart ot Action. 

To condense the sum of all of 
the arguments of the President for 
his re-election into two sentences 
is not hard. 

He asks a vote of confidence be- 
cause he says that but for him the 
situation would have been worse. 
He asks the nation to wait and 
hope for some miracle of invention 
to make things better. 

As you who have followed the 
nation-widé campaign which 1 
have conducted for the past three 
months will fully appreelate, both 
my political philosophy and my 
chart of action for the country's 
future differ widely from those of 
President Hoover. 

Throughout this campaign in ev- 
ery state—and I have been in 37 of 
them—I have insisted upon the 
theme that there is a definite and 
distinct difference between his pol- 
icies‘and mine. I have repeated 
that this program entrusted to me 
is essentially a national program. 
Its watchword is interdependence 
of all groups, of all sections, of all 
economic interests. Such a program 
permits of no yielding to sectional 
or immediate selfish special inter- 
ests such as those represented by 
the clients and backers of Mr. 
It represents a recogni- 
tion of*the fact that a neglected 
group, a submerged group, be it ag - 


riculture, labor or finance or indus- | 


try, will prevent the recovery of 
the entire nation. It is not in ig- 
noring the fact that there are dif- 
ferent interests and different parts 
of the country, and different people 
with different needs that we build 
It is in recognizing them, 
looking at them, seeing them, con- 
sulting them, helping them, always 
with a view to the larger interest 
the interest of the nation. 


What American System Means. 


Now the President took occasion

“I offer as & witn a man who 
sat and labored with incrediple seal 
for the making of the Federal Con- 
stitution, who participated in the 
deliberations of the convention that 
made it, who .expended his inex- 
haustible labors in the writing of 
the record of this convention, and 
who in his defense of this Consti- 
tution set forth in The Federalist’ 
the most authentic and imperish- 
able interpretation of the American 
system that the werld has ever 
seen. Here is his interpretation: 

“*A landed interest; a manufac- 
turing interest, a mereantile inter- 
est, a moneyed interest, with. many 
lesser interests, grow up of necés- 
sity in civilized nations and divide 
them into different classés, actuat- 
ed by different sentiments and 
views. The regulation of thése 
various and interfering interests 
forms the principal task of modern 
legislation.“ 

“This means that government is 
intended to be the means by which 
all these interests and policies ard 
brought into equilibrium and har- 
mony within a single republic. This, 
my friends, is an expression of the 
American system at its best, and I 
leave it to you to decide whether 
the most authentic, the most un- 
selfish, the most unworried and 
dignified and true exponent of the 
American system is James Madison 
or Herbert Hoover. 

Policy of Construction. 

„I have sought during these 
months to emphasize a broad pel- 
icy of construction, of national 
planning and of national building, 
constructed in harmony with the 
best traditions of the American 
system. I have concentrated of 
necessity upon the broad and im- 
mediately insistent problems of na- 
tional scope. 

“At Topeka I outlined a complete 
national plan for the restoration of 
agriculture to its proper relation- 
ship to the nation. 

“At Salt Lake ‘City I outlined a 
definite program to give us a na- 
tional transportation policy, includ- 
ing the rehabilitation of the rail- 
roads of the nation.

demonstrate that he does not know 
what the American system really

The American system is not the 
special, exclusive, vested, patented 
possession of the Republican party, 
or, for that matter, of the Démo- 
cratic party. The rank and file of 
both great parties have deep-seatéd 
devotion to the essentials of that 
system. The rank and file of Dem- 
ocrats believe fn the patriotism and 
loyalty to that system which exists 
among the rank and file of the Re- 
publican party.

John Law and Mr. Grundy.

“And now as to the condust of 
governmnt itself—what a business 
man would call the exécative and 
operating task of thé corporation. 

“It is necessafy first of all to 
recognize the simple fact that, 
apart from the occasional judicial 
interpretations relating to govern- 
ment, we have in Washington as 
in all the states two constant fac- 
tors which are working year in and 
year out, side by side and in con- 
stant contact with each other—in 
the case of state the Governor and 
the Legislature, and in Washington 
the President and the Congress, 

“Unthinking people have in- 
veighed against the Congress in ev- 
ery generation of our republic— 
little realizing that they are strik- 
ing at the very fabric of our Con- 
stitution. If we were to éliminate 
the Congress of the United States,’ 
we would automatically. cease to 
be e republic. be 

President arid Con; 

“The real purpose of the Consti- 
tution was based on the rightful 
assumption that the President and 
the Congress would be sufficiéntly 
practical and sufficietitly patriotic 
to make every effort to co-operate 
the one with the other. It is not 
an ovérstatement either of the 
fact, or of the opinion of the 
American public to say that the 
present Chief Executive of our na- 
tion has shown a singular lack of 
ability to co-operate with the 
Congress. I am not speaking only 
of the past 11 months since the 
House of Representatives became 
Democratic by the margin of a 
handful-of votes. I am speaking 
also of the previous two and one- 
half years, during which time the 
Congress in both of its branches 
was controlled by the same party 
to which the President himself be- 
longs. From the earliest days of 
the special session which he sum- 
moned in the spring of 1929, the 
relations between the Capitol and 
the White House have, to say the 
least, lacked cordiality, under- 
standing and common nati 
purpose. \ 

“Let me make it clear that I do 
not assert that a Presidént and the 
Congress must on all points agree 
with each other. 
history there has beén complete 
disagreement between the two 
branches of the Government, and 
in these disagreements sometimes 
the Congress has won and « 
times the President has won. But

ip should, insofar as pos- 
sible, be képt in the background, 
in meeting this great majority of 
problems they can and should be 
treated primarily from the point of 
view of national good rather than 
of party good. And let me add that 
in the case of most reconstruction 
legislation there ought to be no 
great difference in the policy of the 
two great pélitical parties. 

“We are all influenced by our 
personal experiences. For four long 
years, as Governor of New York, I 
have been faced by a Legislature, 
Republican in both of its branches. 
From the beginning I have worked 
on the assumption that the mem- 
bers of this Legislature were hu- 
man begins, that they were patri- 
otic, and that most of our State 
problems could best be solved by 
co-operation between them and my- 
self. We have differed on certain 
matters of fundamental policy. In 
those cases, I have given them bat- 
tle; sometimes they have won 
sometimes, and I think in the ma- 
jority of cases, I have won; but in 
all these cases we have had good, 
clean, open fights. 

However, when the problem has 
been one affecting human, welfare, 
the Legislature and I have always 
ended by sitting around a table and 
getting something practical done. 
That was the history of the labor 
legislation in this state during the 
past four years—~of the legislation 
for the improvement of our hospi- 
tals, and our prison system, of the 
legislation that enacted that old- 
age security law—of the legislation 
that made this state the leader 
among all the states in providing 
unemployment relief. In the latter 
case, [ called a special session, I 
propesed a bill, the Republican 
leaders proposed another bill, we 


bad our fight, we sat around a ta- 


ble, I met them 20 per cent of the 
way, they met me 80 per cent of 
the way, they passed the bill, I 
signed the bill, the relief work was 
started—and all of this in the space 
of six weeks, while it took the Con- 
gress six months to get the Presi- 
dent to see that such measures were 
necessary in the nation as well. 

1 Practice What I Preach.” 

“T want to drive home the point 
that I have practiced what I preach 
—that there can be co-operation 
between an executive and a legis- 
lative body in the interest of ac- 
tion, of getting things done. 

“And while I draw from my per- 
sonal éxperience oné part of my 
record in Albany well illustrates 
my point. Up to the time I was 
inaugurated as Governor, the rec- 
ord for vetoes belonged to former 
Gov. Grover Cleveland. But in each 
of the last four years I have vetoed 
more legislative acts than did 
Cleveland himself, and the percent- 
Lage ot laws passed Which received 
my exécutive disapproval ras run 
frém 26 per cent to as high as 31 
per cent of all bills passed. That 
is not all. During those four years, 
not one single bill which received 
my disapproval has béen passed by 
the Legislature over my veto. 

“And, likewise, with my record 
of appointments. Asin the Federal 
Government, nearly all important 
administrative or judicial appoint- 
ments require confirmation by the 
Senate. During my four years as 
Governor, not a single one of my 
appointments has béén rejected by 
the Senate of the State of New 
York. 

“One final point on this subject. 
It seéms of course fairly obvious 
that the next Congress of the Unit- 
ed States will, have a majority of 
Democrats in both its branches. 
Any child can understafid that it 
will be easter for a Democratic 
President to co-operate with the 
next Congress than it would be if 
the present chief executive were re. 
elected. Butt the same time, I hon- 
estly believe that even if the Con- 
gress of the United States were to 
be Republican in one or both of its 
branches I could get along with it 
better than the gentleman who is 
running for President on the Re- 
publican ticket. 

“The great issue this yéar is na- 
tional, comprehensive and humane. 
I have painted it with broad lines 
because it is a program tot a great 
nation. That is why, from the be- 
ginning, insisting upon the prin- 
ciple of a new deal, I have invited 
to join our cause Republicans who 
believe that this country needs the 
tonic of a new alignment of party 
loyalties, a new atid enlightened 
support of our national faith. This 
country needs the tonic effect of 
such a reiteration of American prin- 
ciples.

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UX? DOG THAT WON 
RON CROSS, S DEAD 


Captured by Marines When 
Bearing Message, He Eventu- 
ally Found Home Here. 


“Lux,” decorated veferan of the 
German army, is déad. 

A message bearer for the Ger- 
man forces, Lux fell into the hands 
of the Unitéd States Marines six 
months béfore the armistice was 
signed. From his collar dangled an 
iron cross, bestowed apparently for 
some feat of message carrying. In 
a container strapped around his 
neck was a message to a German 
commander. 

The Marines named the police 
dog “Fritz,” but later Sergt. Henry 
Dahms took charge of the animal 
and called it “Lux.” Dahms brought 


the dog to the United States and, 


in 1919 on being ordered to duty in 
Haiti, gave Lux to Mrs. Caroline 
Pruess, 4331 Humphrey street. 
“Lux” died last Tuesday at the 
Pruess home of infirmities of age. 

Many tales are told of the intel- 
ligence of Lux.“ When the Ma- 
rines caught him he understood 
orders given in German and 
French. Later he learned to obey 
commands given in English. He 
could find hidden objects, and 
would scale obstacles when sent on 
a mission. At first the dog was 
extremely vicious, and on one oc- 


casion attacked the small grand- 


son of Mrs. Pruess. 

Lux never forgot an acquaint- 
ance, Mrs. Pruess related. Five 
years after she received the animal 
an employe of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co, entered her home to read 
the meter. Lux, who disliked 
strangers, showed no antagonism to 
the caller. Conversation about the 
dog developed the fact that the gas 
company employe had served in the 
Marines with Dahms, and had 
known Lux as Fritz. 

In his later years Lux lost much 
of his viciousnéss, although occa- 
sionally displaying the character- 
isties of his wolf forebearers. 4 
vétérinarian, who examined the 
dog during its last illness, estimat- 
ed that Lux was about 20 years 
old. 

Until several years ago Marines 


on recruiting duty in St. Louis oc- 


casionally took Lux on an outing 
When -Lux died, Mrs. Pruess 
thought the service friends of hér 
pet would want to give him a mil- 
itary burial. Inquiry disclosed that 
those Marines had been trans- 
ferréd elsewhere, s0 Mrs. Pruess 
abandoned the idea and had the 
body cremated. 

Mrs. Pruess has not heard from 
Sergt. Dahms in several years, and 
does not know where he now is. 


SHIP SUBSIDIES ARE INCREASED 


Italy Makes New Agreement With 
Liner Owners. 
By the Associated Press. 

ROM, Italy, Nov. 4.—Increased 
subsidies in later years are pro- 
vided in an agreement between the 
Italia Line and the Government, 
publishéd officially yesterday, pro- 
viding for operation of liners from 
Genoa to Central and South Amer- 
ica and to Australia until 1942. 

Increases of 13,000,000 lire 
(about $650,000) are provided an- 
nually from 1937 to 1940 and of 
6,000,000 for the following year. 
The agreément authorizes credit 
institutions to extend credit to the 
Italia line, payment by the lines 
being guaranteed by the Govern- 
ment.

He said there had been “some 
misrépresentation of my silence in 
this campaign,” and addéd he wel- 
comed the opportunity of appear- 
ing with the Governor “and saying 
what will not be news to him or 
to the President of the United 
States—that I am supporting with- 
out qualification Mr. Roosevelt and

He also said he was supporting 
Herbert H. Lehman for election 
as Governor and United States 
Senator Robert F. Wagner for ré- 
élection.

5 
alt athletic events sanctioned. | 
the: A. A. U. Should the tax be oe 
proved, it is expected there will 
be no necessity for the American 
Olympic Committee to make its ap- 
peal for funds in each “Olympic 
year. This year only a part of the 
$350,000 asked for was obtained, 
forcing curtailment of some ene: 
ican teams. 

More than’ 100 e to 
the A. A. U.’s constitution, bylaws 
and general.and athletic rules have 
been drawn up by the Legislative 
Committee for submission to. the 
annual convention. Many of them 
are of minor importance, but sev- 
eral propose radical alterations. 

One is aimed at reducing the 
field in the national boxing char. 
pionships to more workable num- 
bers. Under this scheme the Unit- 
ed States would be split inte seven 
regions with championships to bo 
decided in each class in- each re- 
gion. The winners in euch region 
alone qualifying for the Natiofials 
make a total field of 66. Thus the 
national titles could be decided in 
two nights with 24 bouts. each 
night. No competitor would de 
forced to fight more than three 


times, and none would make more 


than two appearances on any one 
day.

FOR SHOOTING HIS WF 


Prisoner Wanted in _Pennsyl- 
vania on  4-Year-Old 
Charge of Murder. 


A man attired in worn overalls 
and soiled flannel shirt entered the 


North Market Street Police Sta- 
tlon yesterday aud asked to be ar- 
rested, “for shooting at my wife 
and a man in Linesville, Pa., four 
years ago.” 

The volunteer prisoner déecribea 
himself as Raymond Wallace, 39 
years old. Telegraph inquiry of 
Pennsylvania. authorities resulted 
in a reply today from Sheriff J. I. 
Connell of Crawford County, Pa., 
asking police to hold Wallace for 
murder. Sheriff Connell said he 
would come to St Louis for the 
prisoner. 

Questioned at police headquar- 
ters this morning Wallace related 
that he emptied a revolver at his 
wife, Mamie, and her admirer on 
the front steps of her mother’s 
home in Linesville in November, 
1928. 

She had quit me about six weeks 
before, and went to live with her 
mother, Mrs. Mathilda Jack. I 
heard that she was going with a 
fellow, so I decided to watch. 1 
went to her mother’s hbuse and 
found no one home. I sat on the 
steps waiting. After a time my 
wife and a man came along. I 
tried to speak to er, but sie re- 
fused to talk. I got out the gun 
and fired. I guess I killed my wife, 
although [ didn’t wait to find out. 
The last I saw of the man he was 
still running.”’ 

On leaving Linesville, Wallace 
changed hig name to John McDon- 
ald. He nt to New York,’ ship- 
ping on a coastwise vessel as a 
deckhand. He wandered in Vene- 
zuela for a while, then returned to 
the United States, working on the 
Great Lakes as a sailor, and later 
as a ranch hand in Texas. 

Asked why he had decided to 
give himself up now, Wallace told 
reporters that his eyesight was 
failing. “I can’t take care of my- 
self much longer,” he explained. 
He arrived in St. Louis this week.

Christmas Problem Is Solved 
for Her by This 
Delicacy. 


One St. Louis woman whose 


orange marmalade is always en- 


joyed by friends is going to make 
a big supply this year, and on 
Christmas friends receive 
glasses or smal] jars of it all daint- 
ily wrapped in colored papers and 
gay ribbons. 

While some prefer navel oranges 
for marmalade, she uses any good 
flavored oranges, and as prices are 
already cheap on oranges, she has 
begun on her big job. 


The navel oranges are not ex- 


pected in the markets for two 
weeks, which, however, will be suff- 
ficiently early for those preferring 
this variety. 

Recipes for different kinds of 
marmalade follow: 

| Plain 

Take four medium sized oranges 
and four lemons. Do not peel; 
slice thin. Add five times as much 
cold water as fruit. Boil hard for 
about an hour. This will reduce 
quantity about one-half. 

Do not cook amounts of more 
than four cups at a time as a bet- 
ter flavor and color come from 
cooking marmalade in smaller lots. 
Bring fruit to a boil and boil about 


10 minutes. Add three-fourths cup 


sugar for each cup of fruit. Boil 
rapidly until it gives the jelly test 
of thick slow drops from the side 
of the spoon. 

Grapefruit, Orange, Lemon. 

Take four medium sized oranges, 
one grapefruit and two lemons and 
follow the above method. 

Nuts in Marmalade. 

Add finely chopped nuts to mar- 
malade for an additional touch, 
pouring nuts in mixture when it 
comes from the fire before putting 
in glasses. 

Apple and Ginger Marmalade. 

And if you have never tried ap- 
ples in marmalade,. you ve 
missed a treat. Dissolve two pounds 
sugar in one-half pint water, chop 
two pounds peeled apples and one- 
half ounce green ginger. Add to 
sugar syrup with grated rind of 
two lemons. Simmer very slowly 
until mixture looks clear, which 
should be in about three hours. 
Pour in sterilized jars and seal 
with paraffin. 


BANANA CAKE

Cream shortening and add sugar 
gradually. tir in the well-beaten 
eggs. 81 flour, baking powder, 
soda and salt together, and add al- 
ternately with the sour milk and 
bananas, which have been mashed 
through a sieve. Flavor, pour into 
greased and floured layer cake 
pans, and bake 30 minutes in a 
moderate oven. 

When layers are cold, put to- 
gether with whipped cream and 
sliced bananas, and spread whipped 
cream over top of cake. Garnish 
with slices of banana. Banana 
frosting may be used instead of 
the whipped cream.

RABBITS ARE AMONG 
NOVEMBER RETURN 


First for the Season Are in This 
Week in Many 
Markets. 


Cool November days are just 
right for a rabbit dinner, and 
young and tender ofies, béautifullv 
cleaned, are to be found for the 
first time this week in the markety, 

Baked, broiled or fried may be 
the method of serving rabbits ac- 
cording to recipes which follow: 

Broiled Rabbit. 

Have the rabbits dressed with 
heads removed, opened all the way 
down on the under side and pressed 
flat. Lay in a pan of salt water 
for half an hour, keeping flat as 
possible. Drain well, wipe dry and 
make several slits down each side 
et the back. Brush the broiler with 
fat and arrange the rabbits on it, ) 
skin’ side to the flame. Cook well 
on one side, then turn. When done 
to your taste, remove to a hot plat- 
ter and brush all over with melted 
butter, then cover and set in oven 
for a few moments. 

Roasted Rabbit. 

Stuff rabbit with a dressing made 
of bread crumbs mixed with a 
minced onion, minced liver of rab- 
bit, grated peel of one lemon, 
moistened with hot water and sea- 
soned with salt, pepper and a little 
poultry dressing. Sew up, baste 
with butter and bake about two 
hours.

Fried Rabbit.

The filling for the roulettes is 
made dy mixing one cup finely 
ground chicken, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one quarter teaspoon pepper, 
and two tablespoons cream or

. Souffle. 

One and one-half cup minced 
chicken, two eggs, one and three- 
quarters cup milk, one tablespoon 
flour, oné teaspoon salt. one-quar- 
ter teaspoon pepper and one table- 
spoon butter. 

Separatte eggs. Beat yolks, add 
milk, flour, salt and pepper. Cook 
in double boiler until the mixture 
coats the spoon. Add the chicken. 
Then fold in stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Bake in moderate oven 
about 20 minutes until set. Serve 
at once. 


DRESSED PORK CHOPS 


„Six pork chops. 

One-half onion, finely 4 
One and one-half cups bread 
crumbs. 

Two tablespoons pork fat. chop- 
ped. 

One-sixth teaspoon pepper.

Luncheon Recipes By Gladys J. Lang 


HIS menu may be used either 
T tor a luncheon cr Sunday éve- 

ning tea. Alligator pears are 
plentiful and reasonable in the 
market now, so we will start with 
pear salad, then a cheese souffle 
with mushroom sauce, biscuits with 
bacon filling, cherry tarts and cof- 
fee. The pastry for the tarts may 
be made the day before and kept 
in the refrigerator and the filling 
added when ready to use. 


Alligator Pear Salad. 

Select ripe pears. Cut in halves, 
removing the seed. Place each 
half on crisp lettuce and fill cen- 
ter with a tart French dressing. 


One-half cup of olive oil, juice of 
one lemon, juice of one-half or- 
ange, one-fourth teaspoon each 
of salt and paprika, one-fourth tea- 
spoon of mustard, one teaspoon 
worcestershire sauce, one teaspoon 
grated onions, three sprigs of pars- 
ley chopped fine. Shake until well 
mixed. 

If the onion is not liked, it may 
be omitted, but a dish of finely 
chopped onion may be passed to 
those who wish it. It gives a de- 
lightful flavor to the pear. 


Cheese Souffle. 

Take two tablespoons of butter 
and three tablespoons of flour. 
Cook together until bubbling, then 
add two cups of milk. Stir until 
smooth and cook until thick. To 
this add one teaspoon of salt and 
eight heaping tablespoons of grated 
American cheese. Stir constantly 
until the cheese is melted, then 
remove from the fire and add the 
beaten yolks of five eggs. Let this 
cool, then add two tablespoons of 
finely chopped parsley and the 
whites.of five eggs beaten Stift, 
Pour into a buttered baking dish 
and set in a pan of water. Bake 
in a slow oven for three-quarters 
of an hour to an hour, or until 
firm. Turn out on a platter and 
serve with either a tomato or a 
mushroom sauce,
